According to the census of ten years ag 


Nova-la's popxilation was upward of 60 
000, The indications are that Iho presen 
count «il! show a dtcrease of nt least 20, 
000, wbile it is not improbable that the re 
turns will figure fp, or rather down, to 
siill greater falling off, than that. Accord 
ing to i be JOURNAL'a estimate, the preseu 
.population of the State is in the neighbor 
hood of 40,000. It appears quite certai 
that ours will merit the unenviable dietmc 
tion of being ibe only State in the Unio:

tteid of larger figures than those of ten yeai 
ago. The reasons for this it is needUse to en 
umeraie, except the principal erne, which i 
the unfriendly National legislation of 1873 
against the principal productive and in 
dustna! interest of the State. 
Brit what 


ever the cause, we ore slill confronted with 
the indisputable end disagreeable fact tba 
a change for the wo.-se bus been slowly and 
steadily protjresriog ev=r since, or shortl; 
after, we first assumed the dignity and re 
spoiisib'lity of Statehoo j. This condition 
of things ought to set oar people to ihmk 
ing. 
Here they find themselves with r 


population and revenue resources abou 
eqiul to a populous ward, in a metropoh 
tan city. With these scauty ma'.eriuls they 
have to support a State Gorernmout ai 
costly as those of commonwealths of ten 
or tweuty timts ltd size. Tbo machinery 
of their government is as elaborate aad a 
expensive to run as it woulJbewitb adozsc 
times the number of people with propor 
houai propsity valuation to asust in keep 
ing it in motion. While we are not disposed 
to take u pessimistic view of the situation 
there is no disguising the fact that the time 
is past when we can afford to bank upon 
onr Lop>-8 for such relief as can only be no 
quire-d by such judiciou^daptulion of ou 
ei|:ei,ditures to oar meuna, as will enable 
us to keep aftout uutil tho taruing cf a 
more favorable tide in the direction of oar 
State. It would be the htiyht of folly to 
employ an engine of SOO-horao po>ver to 
do the work that could be as easily and us 
well performed by one of a Ujnth part o: 
that force; and ytt that is precisely the 
way that the government machinery of our 
State ii bciog run at the present time 
The trro policy is to reduce oar expenses 
to the lowest possible standard. Abolish 
h&lf of the State and oonuty offices; lessen 
the number of counties from fooitteo to 
about seven or eight; do away \vith the 
Supreme Court and let the Diitrict Judges 
perform that work at the same or less than 
the present salaries; pay public officials 
reasonably well for their eervicts but make 
them earn their money; stop evary possible 
leak HI ilie public treason03 and finally, 
and in short, substitute the low for the 
present hign pressure system, which has 
prevailed in the management of our pub- 
lic affairs ever since the organization ol 
the State Government. 


By adopting this coarse we may be 


enabled to pull through, maintain oar 
Statehood aud save ourselves from hope- 
less bankruptcy and ruin the inevitable 
rosalt of the continuance of our present 
political and financial race.
